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Education has become so involv­ 
ed that its problems require the a t­ 
tention of more than 
the teacher 
and school board. 
The ever-wid­ 
ening sphere of 
school influence 
seems to have no limits. Addition­ 
al responsibilities are continually 
being added to it. 
The simple course of study of 
years ago was a comparatively easy 
one to administer. It was the only 
thing with which the schools need­ 
ed to be concerned. 
W ealth was 
more evenly distributed and school 
taxes were met with comparatively 
little difficulty. 
Today, however, society demands 
of the schools many activities pe­ 
culiar to the new order of things. 
Likewise, despite high taxes, we ex­ 
pect governmental units to assume 
many services which formerly were 
left to individual effort. 
There is 
no indication that this tendency will 
subside. 
On the contrary, as our 
mode of living becomes more com­ 
plex, we can expect increased de­ 
mands upon general government 
ami education. 
Schools are continually urged to 
accept more responsibilities. 
For 
that reason the visitor at a school 
is at once impressed by the change 
which has taken place. Public opin­ 
ion and necessity 
placed many 
new 
subjects 
into 
the 
schools. 
Amongst these are health, conser­ 
vation, rural economics, marketing, 
farm bookkeeping, physical educa­ 
tion, safety, kindness to animals, 
fire prevention, music and art. 
In addition the schools cooperate 
in a very direct way 
with other 
activities as 4-H Club work, gard­ 
ening, county and State fairs and 
community projects of many sorts. 
This enlargement of the school pro­ 
gram ties up school work with the 
everyday problems in which we find 
ourselves. 
At least it can not be 
said th at they 
have

academic. Little wonder then that 
teachers and boards look to the peo­

Unfortunately, these means are 
no generally 
available 
to rural 
schools. 
Rural teachers 
need an 
opportunity to present the case of 
the schools and citizens deserve the 
time and place to learn about the 
larger issues. 
The parent-teacher 
association is admirably suited to 
meet this need.

Discussion of such topics during 
the season’s parent-teacher-associ- 
ation meetings would acquaint them 
with school m atters and do away 
with many of the m isinterpreta­ 
tions often placed upon school de­ 
velopments. 
In school work and 
governmental affairs 
our actions 
should be based upon sound infor­ 
mation. 
Im portant issues are too 
frequently dismissed by guesswork 
or prejudice. 
Today, 
our 
children 
need *a 
spokesman. 
The impulse to cut 
financial school support for demon­ 
strated work is strong. 
While one 
m ust sympathize with some com­ 
munities in their attem pt to econ­ 
omize it is obvious that in H ’-crs 
3he curtailm ent of educational op­ 
portunity is unwarranted. 
E cot- 
omies in school operation should be 
made wherever possible but slashes 
regardless of how they hit can not 
be defended. 
Despite our present 
condition we are fully able to pro­ 
vide youth with 
life 
equipments 
which they could hardly get in lat­ 
er years. 
It is a case of now or 
never with most of them. 
Some 
force must stand between the chil­ 
dren and the grave possibility of a 
short-change school. 
People 
be­ 
leve in schools. 
They are woven 
into 
our 
American 
scheme 
of 
thought and action. 
The parent- 
teacher association has a challenge 
in this m atter as we can not expect 
the teacher and school boards to go 
it alone in meeting the brunt of the 
reduction demands 
so insistently 
made by some groups. 
An asso­ 
ciation as is here suggested would 
be valuable in setting forth a true 
interpretation of the schools. The 
teacher and school board could lay 
school problems and 
new enter­ 
prises before the parents and tax ­ 
payers. 
Schools belong first, last 
and all the time to the people. They 
should be informed of their aims 
and operation. 
We hear a great deal about the 
rural problem and w’hat to do about 
it. Endless oratory seems to have 
gotten nowhere. 
Unified thinking 
and effort by farm folks, will, I be­ 
lieve, bring us nearer 
a solution 
than a multitude of 
ready-made 
panaceas. 
Perhaps, out of the de­ 
liberations of a 
modest 
parent-

18th Amendment Here 
To Stay — Al Smith 


“I submit for any intelligent 
body of men that it is impossible 
to repeal the eighteenth amend­ 
ment,” said former Governor and 
presidential candidate Alfred F3. 
Smith of New York last Friday in 
an address to the Hotel association 
of New York City at its 53rd an­ 
nual dinner. 
“It can’t be done,” he .continued. 
“The best you can hope. for is an­ 
other amendment saying that a 
state, if it so chooses, can come out 
from under the amendment with its 
own plan for the control of liquor. 
“Thirteen states can block re­ 
peal of the present amendment. 
The dry representatives in Con­ 
gress will listen to no arguments 
for repeal, but give them a chance 
so they can go home with some 
reasonable arguments on a refer­ 
endum. 
This question 
should be 
submitted in state conventions, let­ 
ting each state have its own say 
on its own problems. 
“There has been no organized 
plan to defeat the prohibition law. 
We have an opposition without a 
plan—we are just ‘against’ some­ 
thing.”
